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Larousse Encyclopedia of Mythology. [Ed- 
ited by Félix Guirand; translated by 
Richard Aldington and Delano Ames. ] 
New York, Prometheus Press [distrib- 
uted by G. P. Putnam’s Sons], 1959. viii, 
500p. illus. maps.

This volume is a translation, with revi- 
sions by a panel of editorial advisers, of 
Mythologie Générale, published in France 
in 1935. A four-page introduction by Rob- 
ert Graves, the noted poet and student of 
folklore and mythology, sets the stage for 
the articles which follow by pointing out 
the functions and characteristics of myths 
and showing how they may be interpreted. 
The body of the work is devoted to mono- 
graphic articles on prehistoric, Egyptian, 
Assyro-Babylonian, Phoenician, Greek, 
Roman, Celtic, Teutonic, Slavonic, Finno- 
Ugric, Persian, Indian, Chinese, Japanese, 
American, Oceanian, and African mythol- 
ogies. 

The author of each article is named, but 
not identified, on the contents pages. Félix 
Guirand, editor of the volume, is author or 
coauthor of four articles. 

Mythology is interpreted in this book 
as “the study of . . . religious or heroic 
legends . . . so foreign to a student’s ex- 
perience that he cannot believe them to 
be true.” Therefore, all Biblical narra- 
tives and legends growing from interpre- 
tations of the lives of the saints have been 
omitted, even if parallel stories may be 
found in the mythologies of such civiliza-

tions as the Greek or the Babylonian. 
With this exception, the Larousse aims to 
offer “a comprehensive and compact Who’s 
Who? or Who Was Who? of the better 
known gods, goddesses, heroes, monsters, 
demons, angels and saints from all over 
the world . . . .”—Introduction. 

The individual articles are readable and 
should hold the interest of the nonspecial- 
ist. Each article is an independent unit; 
there is no systematic attempt to indicate 
relationships among the various cultures. 
Following a brief introduction which gives 
the background for the mythology of the 
particular group and characterizes it, the 
text, which is arranged under subdivisions 
appropriate to each of the mythologies, 
consists of identifications and descriptions 
of divinities, discussion of their origin and 
significance, and recounting of the myths 
in which they figure. Thus, under Roman 
Mytholegy are “Italic Gods,” “Gods of the 
State: Principal Divinities,” “Secondary 
Divinities,’ “Gods of the Family,” and 
“The Transformation of Roman Mythol- 
ogy.” Under the subhead “Principal 
Divinities’ may be found Janus, Mars, 
Jupiter, Juno, Vesta, Vulcan, Saturn, 
Minerva, and Mercury, with approximate- 
ly a page devoted to each. 

The articles vary in their compréhen- 
siveness. The 126-page section on Greek 
mythology, for example, is noteworthy for 
extensive and detailed descriptions of the 
mythology of the classical period. On the 
other hand, North, South, and Central 
American mythology is given sketchy 
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treatment in an article of 23 pages. Entries 
in the letter J Index of Names were com- 
pared with mythology entries in Funk and 
Wagnalls Standard Dictionary of Folklore, 
Mythology, and Legend (New York: Funk 
and Wagnalls, 1949-50). Although only 
ten entries, including Jagannatha, or Jug- 
gernaut, were found in Funk and Wag- 
nalls and were not listed in Larousse, 15 of 
the 31 entries in Larousse were not listed 
separately in Funk and Wagnalls. These 
entries indicate that the Larousse Index 
can serve as a supplemental source in 
searching for obscure names. 

The arrangement of the material in a 
series of separate articles not divided 
alphabetically by subject makes the loca- 
tion of specific facts difficult. Since the 
Index is limited to names mentioned in 
the text, the reader interested in making 
comparisons cannot use it as a key to 
related concepts. Subjects such as sacri- 
fices and taboos, for example, can be found 
readily in Funk and Wagnalls Standard 
Dictionary of Folklore, Mythology, and 
Legend or in the one-volume edition of 
Frazer’s The Golden Bough (New York: 
Macmillan, 1953) but are not brought out 
in the Larousse Index. 

At the end of the monographs there is 
a bibliography, “A Selected List for Fur- 
ther Reading” containing books published 
as recently as 1958 and listing titles by 
such prominent authorities as Sir James 
G. Frazer, Margaret Mead, E. O. James, 
Samuel Kramer, and E. T. C. Werner. The 
45 titles which comprise this list cover the 
17 separate mythologies dealt with in the 
volume. So fragmentary a listing cannot 
be regarded as very useful to the student. 

The outstanding feature of the Larousse 
Encyclopedia of Mythology is a most im- 
pressive array of illustrations. There are 
868 of these, most of which are clearly re- 
produced photographs of works of art and 
architecture. Eight plates are in color. At 
least one illustration is found on virtually 
every page, and the pictorial material is 
closely related to the text. The Chinese 
Mythology section, for example, is headed 
by a photograph of the Temple of Heaven, 
Peking. Other illustrations in the article 
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A carefully selected list of important books that are certain 
to continue in active demand. All are recommended by library 
media and are basic for the library market. Starred titles 
have been professionally recommended for Young Adult collections.

Psychological aberrations and indivi- 
dual emotional conflicts are responsible for 
several rather melodramatic incidents, but 
race prejudice in a polyglot population and the 
struggle for statehood are two of the more 
prominent problems exemplified by the How- 
land clan, including its connections on the 
wrong side of the blanket. The many unin- 
hibited love-making scenes are minimized by 
the prevailing atmosphere of human and nat- 
ural disturbance, climaxed by a catastrophic 
volcanic eruption.

Another of Masters’ stories of India. In this 
the discovery of part of an ancient statue in 
the 1890’s leads to an archaeological hunt and 
the resolution of the problems of a number 
of people involved, among them Mohan, the 
young Indian heir to a small state; the English 
Resident whose physical impotence affects his 
official as well as private life; the Resident’s 
wife, a beautiful and talented artist; and Ruk- 
mini, dancer-prostitute, lover of Mohan, and 
a woman of beauty and intelligence who as a 
descendant of the original inhabitants of the 
prince’s territory knows the meaning of the 
lost Venus. The possibility of discovery of a 
huge gold store and the entry of two man-eat- 
ing tigers complicate the plot to the point of 
melodrama but the story provides colorful ad- 
venture reading.
